DETAILED ACTION 

This is the second office action for U.S. Application 10/618,489 for a Soft 
Pad Picture Mount filed by Edward Giles on July 1 1 , 2003. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent 2,643,840 to Lanman. Lanman discloses a support product with a conforming 
pad (formed by 28 and 29) with a first side and a second side. There is a releasable 
adhesive (38) fixed to the first side of the conforming pad and the adhesive bonds the 
first side of the pad to a medium so that the pad assumes the shape of the medium 
where the adhesive contacts the medium. There is a post (18) with a pointed end distal 
the second side of the conforming pad, which is fixed to the pad and extends outwardly 
from the second side of the pad. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed September 27, 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to 
show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which, 
applicant relies (i.e., a pad that is conformable or flexible) are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from 
the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Applicant claims a pad conforming shapewise to an 
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unmounted media, which is not claimed. Applicant claims a support product for holding 
unmounted media. The pad taught by Lanman is capable of performing that function.
